When  the  class  of  1971  entered  the  first  grade,  Mr.  Richard  Mackintosh  had  al¬ 
ready  begun  his  career  as  a  member  of  the  East  Windsor  Board  of  Education.  Dur¬ 
ing  his  tenure  in  office  our  school  system  increased  its  enrollment  from  1415  stu¬ 
dents  in  1957  to  2158  in  1970. 

During  those  years  many  educational  improvements  were  made.  These  included 
the  enlargement  of  the  high  school  and  both  grammar  schools;  the  building  of  the 
East  Windsor  Middle  School;  the  development  of  many  new  courses  and  programs 
to  benefit  the  students. 

Mr.  Mackintosh  was  twice  chairman  of  the  board  —  1965-1966  and  1969-1970.
